The smallpox which is now causing 


so much anxiety,. in tbe Eastern Statts 
first made its appearance on board the 
City of Tokie, in this harbor, three 
years ugt. Notwithstanding the efforts 
of the H«alth Department, tbe infection 
was carried on shore, and for a year 
past has been endemic in this city, and 
is BOW, with the exception of coma 
sporadic cases, supposed to have died 
out. The infection was caried East by 
tba great routes of travel. It made its 
appearance in Chicago before it did ia 
New York and Philadelphia. It has 
been endemic for the last year also iu 
the cities named. The Chinese carry 
it with them' wherever they go. They 
are now established in every State in 
the Union with the exception of two. 
They conceal the disease when it breaks 
out among them. It prevails in China- 
town in this city before it is discovered 
here. An unusual increase of mortality 
is abeut the only way we have of find- 
ing out that the disease ig among them. 
Tne smallpox, which has made its ap- 
pearance among 
gome emigrants at 


Eastern ports, is the return of the first 
wave of smallpox, which, beginning 
here seven yean ago, also went the 
rounds. It was endemic in London 
two years ago, aad thence passed to thv 
Continent.

A Monster Locomotive. 


A large engine is now being con- 


structed at the Sacramento car shops, 
to be used orer the heavy grade of the 
Tehatchepi Pass on the Southern Pa- 
cific route. The Becord-Union says: 
It will probably be .the heaviest and 
most powerful railroad engine at the 
present time. Its weight-will be when 
in running order, about..sixty tons or 
about one-half greater than the present 
strongest engines. This is exclusive of 
tender, but including .the latter, and 
the fuel and water for use, tha weight 
of tlie engine being built will be about 
ninety tons. The hauling capacity will 
also be one half greater than any engine 
now in use by the company, and it is 
expected it will draw twelve full loaded 
cars over the pass. As against from 
seven to nine cars, the largest number 
now taken ever the loop by a single 
engine.
